It IS very important to in¬ 
clude a copy of all the above 
mentioned documents with 
the income tss; declaration It 
IS also advisable for clients to 
self fill m their personal in¬ 
formation and that of their 
family members, which are 
sections 3, 4, 5 and 25. 

For mamed couples, the 
wife must also fill m her per¬ 
sonal number ('persoon- 
snummer'). 

The Aruba Tax Depart¬ 
ment will assist islanders 
with their 2012 Income Tax 
Forms until August 31, 2D 13; 
this IS the deadline, without 
exceptions. 

The last day to submit the 
2012 Income Tax Fomis 
IS September 2, 2013.

Public maintenance 
employees slated to 
earn better wages 




Aiiiba's Pnme Minister Mike 
Eman and SEPPA Uni on 
Leader, Magaly Bnto, signed 
an agreement this week, 
winch laid out temis for aug¬ 
menting tlie salaries af public 
maintenance personnel. 
These employees, popularly 
known as "werksters," will 
see substantial increases in 
their wages as a result of this 
agreement. According to the 
Prime Minister"we are very 
proud to be able to make this 
change." 

This change in salary 
gives our public "cleaning 
ladies" and maintenance staff 
a better position and job se¬ 
curity. Tlie signing to ok place 
in the presence of a large 
number of public servants 
("werksters") who hold a 
very particular position 
witlun tins realm. Tlie satis¬ 
faction on their faces was 
quite evident. Tlie Prime 
Minister indicated that this 
was sometlimg under discus¬ 
sion for quite some time 

In tlie past, the salaries of 
those who labor to keep the 
intenor of our governmental 
agencies and institutions 
clean were fixed no matter 
how many years of seivice 
they had Pleased to deliver 
the good news, PM Eman 
then explained how the in¬ 
crease would he structured. 
Also, pay scales would dif¬ 
ferentiate between heavy 
maintenance and lighter 
work 

For those employees hold¬ 
ing positions re quin ng 
"lighter" work, tlie salary was 
FIs. IS 35,00 monthly; 

"he aw" work received 


Fls/31 35,00, winch re¬ 
mained unchanged de¬ 
spite yeai's of service 
Tlie protocol signed in¬ 
stitutes a change in the 
salary structure. Tlie 
government has begun 
working on implement¬ 
ing the upgrade in pay 
as of tins very month. 
Eman said, "if all tlie 
paperwork can be com¬ 
pleted by month's end, 
you will see tlie differ¬ 
ence m your salanes as 
of tliis very month." 

Salanes of those doing 
lighter work will increase by 
FIs. 230 per month. Those al¬ 
ready on the job for seven 
years will now receive an in¬ 
crease of Fls.33D and earn 
FIs.3225,00. Workers with 
ten years of service will re¬ 
ceive an additional pay raise 
ofFls. 55, for a total montlily 
salary of Fls.33SD Tliose 
with 13 or more years of 
service will earn a salary of 
Fls.233D, a total increase of 
Fls.495. 

For those employed in 
h e avy m aintenan ce work an d 
three years of service, cur¬ 
rently earn FIs. 213 5, their 
monthly income will be 
Fls,327D, an increase of 
FIs. 135. Employees with 
seven years of service will 
eaiTi FIs.,2345, a Fls.210 in¬ 
crease. Tliose with a ten year 
will recive and an increase of 
ns.335 to earn FIs 342D 
monthly. Finally, 13 year or 
more veterans receive a 
s al ary augm entati on of 
Fls.435 to earn of FIs 357D 
per mo nth. Tlie Pnme Minis¬ 
ter expressed great satisfac¬ 
tion for this tremendous 
improvement in the salary 
positions of our public ser¬ 
vants. He had words of praise 
for all those who p articip ated 
in the process and who dili¬ 
gently worked on the salary 
structure. Special mention 
and thanks was directed to 
Magaly Bntto for her valu¬ 
able contnbution to the 
process and for her untiring 
support for the members of 
the SEPPA Umon.

L'Oreal in $843mn bid for Chinese skincare company 


PARIS (AFP) - French cos- 
metics giant L'Oreal an¬ 
nounced Tliursday a $343 
million bid to acquire the 
Hong Kong-listed faaal care 
company Magic Holdings In- 
temational. 

Tlie proposed bid of 
HK$d.30 per share is wortli a 
total of HK$l3.53 billion 
(US$843 million, 636 miUion 
euros), according to a joint 
statement by the companies 
released on the Hong Kong 
stock exchange 


The offer represents a pre¬ 
mium of nearly 25 percent 
over the closing price of 
HK$5 05 on the last trading 
day before the announce¬ 
ment, it added 

"■L'Ored's proposal is sup- 
p orted by Magj c's B 0 ard 0 f Di¬ 
rectors,"' tlie French company 
said in a separate statement. 

'‘Sixkey shareholders, rep¬ 
resenting 62.3 percent of the 
company's eqiuty, are already 
committed to supportmg L'O¬ 
real's proposal," It added. 


The approval of Cluna's 
commerce ministry is re¬ 
quired for tlie transaction. 

L'Oreal said Magic's MG 
brand is one of tlie leaders m 
Cluna's fast-growing cos¬ 
metic facial mask market, 
adding that it intends to aid 
MG's furtlier development 
witli its scientific expertise 
Present in China since 
1997, L'Oreal has 3,5 DO em¬ 
ployees in the country where 
it operates two plants and a 
research centre.

Cos Animal Coni 'd 

The mission for Aruba's first no-kill 
dog shelter is back on track 



The last few articles THE 
MORNING NEWS did a 
story about Cas Animal dog 
rescue foundatiDn and its 
founder Kusten Arndt, sup¬ 
porters were dismayed to 
hear she was desperately ill 
and in need of traveling to 
Colombia to have a non-can- 
cerous tumor removed from 
her spinal cord Located at 
the juncture of her neck and 
head, it had her literally par¬ 
alyzed and confined to a 
wheelchair. 

"Kiki" had her operation 
in mid-May and the results 
have been miraculous It has 
come to her attention that 
several people mistakenly 
thought tins temporary set¬ 
back had derailed her efforts, 
and pnmary mission in life: 


to establish a 
pr oper no-kill 
dog sanctuary 
on Arub a It was 
always her in¬ 
tention, even if 
things had not 
worked out so 
well, to finance 
the facility, with 
other volunteers 
as passionate 
about the proj¬ 
ect continuing 
her work. 

The project is 
in its fill Ell 
stages, the de¬ 
signs approved, 
the land appor¬ 
tioned, and all 
the preliminEir- 
les out of the 
WEiy for a show¬ 
case of a dog 
shelter that will 
c 0 m f 0 rtably 
house up to 250 
canines, a chnic, 
and also a pet¬ 
ting zoo for 
some exotic animals also in 
need of a good home. All that 
is left IS for tire building per¬ 
mits to be issued and the 
work will begin 

Since her recover in June, 
she has been out daily rescu¬ 
ing dogs off the street, with a 
few new additions to tlie fam¬ 
ily; always with tlie intention 
of placing them in good 
homes whenever possible. 
The newest has just been 
dubbed "Ranger" by Kirsten's 
partners in this effort, Contr¬ 
eras Veterinary dime. Tins is 
where the dogs are brought 
for rehabilitation and neuter¬ 
ing, once they are rescued 
from the streets. Tliey share 
the Cas Ammal Foundation 
philosophy of saving dogs 
from abuse and abandon¬ 


ment. Ranger is basically in 
good health, a tad anemic, 
winch IS common with dogs 
til at have not been scrupu¬ 
lously treated for ticks and 
fleas, but he is blind His ane¬ 
mia IS being treated and as 
soon as blood levels are ac¬ 
ceptable for surgery, he will 
be neutered. He is very sweet 
natured and friendly. 

Kirsten now cares for 
nearly 3D dogs in her home, 
winch she has converted into 
a temporary shelter. Most are 
older, calmer dogs, which 
have gotten past the chewing 
stage, if families are looking 
for a go 0 d c omp am a n Tliere 
are always puppies as well, 
in need of good homes. Her 
costs for feeding, treatmg and 
neutering all tlie dogs she res¬ 
cues and maintains are astro¬ 
nomical.

Pentagon unveils new measures against sexual assaults 


WASHINGTON (AFP) -Tlie 

Pentagon annoimced new 
measures TliLirsday to oom- 
bat sexual assault in the nuli- 
laiy but stopped short of 
stnpping commandeis of 
legal autlionty over the cnm- 
mal cases as demanded by 
many lawm alters. 

Tlie moves, Linveiled in a 
memo from Defense Secre¬ 
tary Chuck Hag el, include 
ensunng legal representation 
for sexual assault victims at 
eveiy step of tlie judicial 
process, allowing victims to 
offer testimony at sentencing 
hearings and providing more 
scnitiny from the Pentagon's 
inspector general. 

"All of these measures 
will provide victims addi¬ 
tional nghts, protections, and 
legal support and help en¬ 
sure that sexual assault-re¬ 
lated investigations and 


judicial proceedings are con¬ 
ducted ^ 0 roughly and pro¬ 
fessionally" Hagel saidmhis 
memo to department staff 
members. 

Tlie Wlute House praised 
the initiatives as "substantial" 
but added tliat it was 'only a 
step along a path toward 
eliminating this cnme from 
our military ranks.' 

Some of Obama's fellow 
Demo'crats, however, dismissed 
the measures as paltry m tlie 
face of such a serious problem. 

Representative Jackie 
Speier called the initiatives 
mere 'baby steps" tliat codi¬ 
fied practices already m place. 

"^lese aren't new poli¬ 
cies. We need sweeping 
changes^ not the best of 
what's not working. I con¬ 
tinue to be underwhelmed by 
the military's baby steps on 
this issue," the Democrat said 


in a release. 

Speier and otlier lawmak¬ 
ers are urging an overhaul of 
tlie military justice system to 
remove sexual assaiilt cases 
firom the chain of command, 
as they argue victims remain 
reluctant to come forward to 
avoid damaging their career 
prospects. 

Underlie current system, 
commanders decide whether 
a case should go to trial, who 
should sit on a jury for a 
court-maitial and can over¬ 
turn a verdict or revise sen¬ 
tences for those competed. 

Senator Kirsten GiUibrand 
of New York, who has led a 
push to take away the com¬ 
manders' authority in sexual 
assault cases, said the Penta¬ 
gon's latest measures were 
"positive" but 'not the leap 
forward required' to stem tlie 
scourge.

California Supreme Court 
rejects gay marriage ban bid 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
California's Supreme coLirt 
has rejected a last-ditch at¬ 
tempt to revive tlie state's ban 
on same-sex marnage. 

Supporters of Proposition 
S -- a controversial ballot 
measure approved by voters 
in 2D0S winch banned same- 
sex main age — had requested 
that the measure continued to 
be enforced in California. 

Tlie backers argued that a 
2DIO ruling by a federal 
judge which declared Propo¬ 
sition S unconstitutional 
should be ignored 

However the request was 
dismissed by the California 
Supreme Court in a mliiig on 
Wednesday. Tlie court did not 
release its reasons for the dis¬ 
missal of the petition 

The attempt to resurrect 
Proposition S came after the 


US Supreme Court's histone 
June 26 decision winch ruled 
tliat same-sex marnage oppo¬ 
nents had no legal standing to 
appeal tlie federal judge's 
2010 ruling winch overturned 
tlie ban. 

Tlie 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeal swiftly Lifted a stay 
It had placed on the ruling 
dunng tile appeals process, a 
move which allowed same- 
sex mamages to resume. 

'Prop S IS dead and never 
coming back. As we celebrate 
tins great victory, we remem¬ 
ber the 27 other states with¬ 
out marnage equality," said 
Chad Gnfifin, president of 
LGBT advocacy group 
Human Rights Campaign. 

Tliirteen US states plus the 
capital Waslnngtoii, a federal 
distnct, allow gay marriage.

The Supreme Court 
Wednesday determined that re¬ 
tired colonel Hugo Aguiiai'had 
been elected governor of the 
norUiwest Santander depart¬ 
ment iu 3003 with tlie support 
of the United Self-Defense 
Forces of Colombia (AUC) 
pai'amilitary group. 

Then gilt-wing organization, 
whose 3 1,000 combatants 
were demobilized in 3{3Dd, is 
accused of cairying out 
killin gs and other n^ts abuses 
m a secret wai' against leftist 
guemllas 

In 3011, Colombia's ui spec- 
tor general, who oversees the 
conduct of public officials, 
said Aguilar was ineligible to 
serve in public office for 30 
years for promoting and col¬ 
laborating witli tlie AUC. 

According to es-paramili¬ 
tary chief Edgar Cohos, who 
went hy the alias Diego Ve- 
cino, Aguilar "joined the 
AUC's political project" at a 
summit of paramilitary leaders 
that he attended with other 
politi'Clans. 

One of the oilier politicians 
present, former senator Luis 
Alberto Gil, was sentenced to 
seven yeai's in pnson and has 
already regained freedom. 

Escobar was tlie head of the 
Medellin cartel which domi¬ 
nated cocaine trafficking fr'om 
Colombia to tlie Umted States 
in the 19S0s. 


Mexico orders arrest 
of freed drug lord on 
US request 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - A 
Mexican judge on Wednesday 
ordered the arrest of nolonous 
drug lord Pt.afael Caro Quin¬ 
tero -- who was fi'eed last week 
on a teclmicality -- after re¬ 
ceiving a US extradition re¬ 
quest. 

US authorities were out¬ 
raged by tire surpnse release of 
Caro Quintero, who had 
served just 3S years of a 4D- 
year sentence for the abduc- 
tioa toiture and killing of a US 
drug agent in 1935. 

Tlie d Q-year-old, once a sen¬ 
ior figure in a now-defimet 
caitel, was convicted of killing 
the US Drug Enforcement 
Agency's Enrique Cam arena 
and hiS Mexican pilot Alfredo 
Zavala. 

But on August 7 a judge m 
tlie western state of Jalisco or¬ 
dered hiE release, and Caio 
Quintero has gone nnssing 
since he left pnson. 

Tlie federal judge accepted 
the request from the US gov- 
eminent saying Caio Quintero 
was wanted for “various of¬ 
fenses* in tlie slate of Califor¬ 
nia, tlie Mexican attorney 
general's office said. 

If and when Caro Quintero 
is detained, US autlioribes will 
have dO days to submit a for¬ 
mal extradition request, it 
added. 



Tlie US National Security 
Council had said Sunday it 
was "deeply concerned" by 
Caro Quintero's release and 
feared another individual con¬ 
nected to the Camaiena lulling 
could also he set free. 

Mexican Foreign Minister 
Jose Antomo Meade down¬ 
played the dispute over the re¬ 
lease, saying it would not 
affect relations with Washing¬ 
ton because both governments 
opposed the court niling, 
which he said should be "re¬ 
vised." 

Caro Qmntero was a leading 
figure in the Guadalajara Car¬ 
tel. Thenow-deftmet organiza¬ 
tion was one of the early 
Mexican drug mafias tliat 
linked up with Colombian 
gi'oupsto smuggle cocaine and 
other drugs mto the United 
States.

England's ■±ief medical of¬ 
ficer, Professor Sally Davies, 
said tliere was no proof that 
anyone had contracted HIV 
fi'oin a health worker and it 
was time to scrap "'outdated 
rules". 

She said improved treat¬ 
ment meant HIV, the human 
immunodeficiency vims that 
can lead to AIDS, could often 
be managed and carriers could 
lead long and normal lives 

Self-testing kits for HIV 
will also be legalised in Britain 
fi'oin Apnl 2014, to improve 
eai'ly detection of tlie disease. 

“We've got outdated rules," 
sad Davies. 

Davies said huge improve¬ 
ments m the treatment of HIV 
meant that today carriers can 
lead “lives tliat are normal in 
quality and lengtli". 

Tliere are about 100,000 
people with HIV in Biitam al- 
tliougli experts say a quarter of 
tliose who aie infected do not 
know they have it. 

In 2011, there were around 


1000 new diagnoses of HIV 
Apai1 from being on retro¬ 
viral drugs, healtlicare workers 
must also have an undetectable 
viral load of Hiy meaning the 
level of the virus in their blood 
is so low that tlie likelihood of 
transmitting it to another per¬ 
son IS greatly reduced 

They will also have to be 
monitored every tlnee montlis 
and Si gn a confidential register 
of infected staff. 

There have teen just four 
cases in Western countries of 
heaith workers infecting pa¬ 
tients, With no cases ever 
recorded in Britain. 

Deborali Jack, chief execu¬ 
tive of the National Aids Tmst 
(NAT), welcomed the new pol¬ 
icy, which she said was “based 
on up-to-date scientific evi¬ 
dence and not on fear, stigma 
or outdated mfonuation". 

Professor Damien Walms- 
ley scientific advisor to tire 
British Dental Association, 
said tlie change brouglit Bntain 
in line witli many otlier coun¬ 
tries.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Peo¬ 
ple who use Facebook may 
feel more connected, but less 
happy 

A study of young adults re¬ 
leased Wednesday concluded 
that tlie more people used 
Facebook, the worse tliey sub¬ 
sequently felt. 

“On file surface, Facebook 
provides an invaluable re¬ 
source for fulfilling the basic 
hmnanneed for social connec¬ 
tion," said University of 
Michigan social psychologist 
Etlian Kross, lead aufiior of file 
study 


S2 young adults who had 
smailphones and Facebook ac¬ 
counts and assessed tlieir sub¬ 
jective well-being by texting 
them at random times five 
times a day for two weeks. 

The reseai'chers said the 
study, published in the scien¬ 
tific journal PLOE, was be¬ 
lieved to be the first measuring 
Facebook's impact on happi¬ 
ness and life satisfaction. 

The researchers momtored 
the study group by asking 
them how they felt, whether 
they were worried or lonely, 
howmu'ch fiiey used Facebook 
and bow much fiiey interacted 
“directly" with people. 

"The more people used 
Facebook at one time point, 
the worse fiiey felt file next 
lime we text-messaged fiiem," 
the researcfters wrote. ‘Ttie 
more fiiey used Facebook over 
two weeks, the more their life 
satisfaction levels declined 
overtime." 

In contrast personal inter¬ 
actions led people to feel belter 
over time, fiiey noted. 

Tlie scientists also found no 
evidence that Facebook use 
was merely a symptom of feel¬ 
ing low. People were not more 
likely to use Facebook when 
they fdt bad, alfiiougli fiiey did 
use the social network more 
frequently when they were 
lonely. 

Yet the reseai'chers stopped 
short of claiming the same ef¬ 
fect for all Facebook users or 
ofiier social networks. 

The study comes a week 
after British researchers pub¬ 
lished a report concluding fiiat 
frequent pLoto posting on 
Facebook can damage real-life 
relafionships

LIMA (AFP) - Drones ai'e 
most often associated with as¬ 
sassinations in remote regions 
of Pabstan and Yemen but m 
Peru, unmanned aircraft ai'e 
being used to momtor crops 
and study ancient rums. 

Forget Reapers and Pi'eda- 
tors- the drones used here are 
hand-held contraptions that 
look like drey were assembled 
m a garage with gear fi'om a 
hardware store. 

Tliey ai'e equipped with a 
nucrocomputer, a GPS tracker; 
a compass, cameras and an al¬ 
timeter, and can be easily pro¬ 
grammed by using Google 
Maps to fly autonomously and 
return to base with vital data. 

"These aircraft aie small in 
sixe, ai'e equipped with higli- 
predsion video or photo cam¬ 
eras and go virtually unnoticed 
in the sky," said Andres Flores, 
an electrical engmeerin charge 
oftlie UAV pro gram at Pern's 
Cadiolic Umversity. 

Flores beads amultidisaph- 
nary team brainstomimg the 
best ways to use drones for 
civilian purposes. 

One UAV model built by 
Catliohc University engineers 
is made with light balsa wood 
and cai'bon fiber. At a glance 
the devices look like souped- 
up hand-held glider. 

One limitation is that these 
drones must fly below the 
clouds. If not tlieu instruments, 
especially the cameras, could 
fail, said Aurelio Rodriguez, 
who IS both an aerial mo del- 
maker and ai'cheologist.

But India and China, the 
world's main gold-consuming 
nations, saw a jump in de¬ 
mand as global prices fell on 
feai'E of a so on er-than-ex¬ 
pected tapering of the US 
stimulus as the American 
economy recovers 

Global gold prices fell by 
around a fifth this year to 
near three-yeai'-lows in June, 
o£$l,lSD 71 an ounce. 

Tliis resulted in a 400- 
tonne drop in gold-backed in¬ 
vestment funds in the quarter, 
after mtematianal goldpnces 
slid sharply tins year. 

In value terms, gold de¬ 
mand in tlie Apnl-June quar¬ 
ter fell 33 percent to $39 
billion as international gold 
prices slumped.
